rp H E R E , now! That didn’t hurt, did it? 
The aolicitious dentist always used that 
line, and The M ercury would like to use it 
in the case of the Limerick supervisors. They 
didn't find it hurt a bit when they opcpcd 
their “executive session” to a newsman so 
he could report to their public. 
For some tim e, The M ercury has been 
inveighing against secret meetings of 
governm ental 
bodies. 
'This 
included 
township supervisors’ meetings, as well 
as school directors’ confabs. Many of 
these are inclined to go into star cham ­ 
ber sessions to hide what they’re doing. 
In effect, they are saying it’s not the pub­ 
lic’s business to know. 
The M ercury challenges this, because 
this newspaper feels an inform ed public gov­ 
erns best. 
The officials are the public’s 
servants. 
They should transact the public’s 
business in public, not behind closed doors, 
and not in a barroom , as The M ercury once 
found.

What have they got to hide? 
Usually not 
a thing. Mostly the elected officials feel they 
are some sort of semigod above the average 
mortal. 
They think if they make mistakes 
this self-assume sheen will w ear off. 
Well, it won't. 
Lim erick learned this 
when Frank Rumler, the personable and 
gregarious chairm an of the hoard, an­ 
swered criticism about sta r cham ber 
meetings by inviting the press to a com­ 
mittee of the whole confab. 
Hie Limerick supervisors discussed all 
their problem s in this meeting. 
They were 
frank and outspoken. 
They allowed The 
Mercury to report the meeting in full. They 
did not attem pt to censure any part. 
The 
result was a complete, factual report given 
to the public. 
And it didn't hurt, did it? 
* • • 
The Lim erick action was in the right direc­ 
tion. 
The M ercury doffs its hat to Mr. 
Rum ler and his com patriots for taking a step 
in the right direction. 
B etter public under­ 
standing will result in a township where 
criticism has been strong. 
Now The M ercury invites other gov­ 
ernmental bodies to tear away the veil 
of secrecy. It invites citizens to demand 
that the secret session be abolished. Citi­ 
zens may do this by making public pro­ 
test when they hear that such star cham ­ 
ber sessions are called. 
The M ercury invites public bodies to 
recognize the right cf dissent. 
This is pos­ 
sible by m aking it easier for citizens to 
appear and to be heard. 
The M ercury has reference to an edict by 
at least one school board—the Owen J. Rob­ 
erts board—that a citizen wishing to be heard 
m ust make an appointment in advance. 
This Is a high-handed rule that should 
he abrogated at once.

Grass Mowing Advanced 
Since Lincoln's Cow 


★ GLOAT—You may not be happy with the 
Winter’s snows that set Pottstown back on ita 
heels, 
but 
you 
m ust 
adm it 
the. Winter 
months now bring the only respite in the 
never - ending battle between suburbanites 
and grass. But it was not always so. A 
century ago, neat green lawns w ere not con­ 
sidered a household necessity, 
and most 
people could hardly care less about how the 
yard looked. Lawn mowers were unknown. 
Almost no one had time to trim his lawn 
with a scythe or hand sickle. The usual grass 
cutter wa« the family cow, valued more for 
her milk than her ability to keep grass 
cropped. Abraham Lincoln was a cow-keep­ 
ing suburbanite when he lived on the out­ 
skirts of Springfield, HI. Lincoln let his lawn 
lake care of itself; like most householders he 
did not bother to plant trees or shrubs to 
dress up the appearance of his fram e house. 
• 
• 
* 
DURING Lincoln's lifetime, however, 
the first fatal step was taken toward 
modern suburbia: The lawn mower was 
invented. The early models were awk­ 
ward monsters that failed to catch on, 
but a young mechanic named Elwood W. 
McGuire of Richmond, Ind., changed 
all that. Young McGuire had tried to de* 
velop machinery that would trim grass 
efficiently. In 1870, a Quaker neighbor 
told him about a newly invented mower 
that would; cut much faster than the 
crude machines then available, but It 
weighed so much that only a big man 
could push it. McGuire redesigned the 
new device and made it easier to push. 
Soon his factory was producing the first 
practical 
mowers. 
The 
lawn ■ mower 
factory's own source of power was con­ 
ventional. It was a horse on a treadm ill. 
'• u y 
* BEFORE PRESIDENT G rant left office, 
the White House lawns were being trim m ed 
by the new m owers. Visitors to Washington 
gaped as w hirring machines dipped the 
greensward at 1600 Pennsylvania avenue as 
smooth as a carpet. People went back home 
with stories of the new-fangled wonder. Soon 
hardw are stores were getting calls for mow­ 
ers. It didn’t take long for the well-kept lawn 
to become a m ark of middle-class respect­ 
ability. People began sniffing at neighbors 
who failed to keep their lawns trim m ed. As 
the day of the handym an ended and husbands 
discovered that pushing a mower was a back­ 
breaking Summer-long chore, it was too late. 
The backbreaking part of the problem was 
solved 
about 
1940 
when 
sm all 
gasoline 
engines were bolted to lawnm owers. The 
noise was deafening, but the contraption had 
only to be steered. Sales soared from 42,000 
power mowers in 1940 to about four million in

THE SIT-DOWN mower for house­ 
holders is now rising fast In popularity, 
dealers report. There are hints of even 
fancier gadgets to come. Highway offi­ 
cials are experim enting with a remote- 
control device to cut grass along the turn­ 
pikes. One electrically propelled robot is 
guided by a 200 foot-long control cable. A 
man can steer it while sitting com fort­ 
ably In the cab of the parent truck that 
hauls the mower about the countryside.
